Institute,
the Virginia Polytechnic Institute, the
State Temale Normal Scheol at Farm-
ville, School for Deaf and Blind at Staun-
ton, and William and Mary College (so
long as the State shall continue its an-
nuil appropriation to this last-named in-
stitution). - The =aid list of eligibles shall
e made up of one name from the officin]
eorps or faculties of each of the institu-
tions indicated; and the board thus con-
stituted  shall associate with it one city
and one. county schonl superintendent.
whose term of offfce shall be for two
vears. and whose powers and dutles shall
be' identical with. those of the other
memhers, except that they shall-not par-
ticipate in the appointment of any public
schonl efficial,
